who ſee not the GREAT REDERMERERER in his own. 
Inſtitution? But when a deſire to ſubmit” to 
' this Ordinance ariſes from a new nature; when 
At is performed by the ſpecial affiſtance of di- 
vine grace; with ſincerity vf ſoul, or a fingle 
intention to pleaſe Gop; when it is performed 
with the united powers of the heart, and 'a 
quick ſenſibility of the divine preſence ; when 
the living ſprings of grace in the heart afe

II. The Ordinance of Baptiſm may be con- 
fidered as a lively repreſentation of the 8ur- 
FERINGS OF CHRIST, His DEATA, AND RIS 
GLoRkIOUs RESURRECTION ; Fhe inventions 
of men may be adorned with ſuperficial pomp 
and ſhew, and at firſt ſight make a' great and 
ſplendid appearance; but whencloſely examined, 
they leſſen by degrees, and ſoon fink into their 
native nothingneſs. The contrary is the caſe 
with the things of Gop. How little ſoever 
they may appear to the looſe and careleſs ob- 
ſerver ; they ſoon riſe in the eye of the cloſe 
and impartial enquirer ; the farther he goes the 


leſs reaſon he has to repent his pains ; a won-" 
- derfyl 
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derful and unexpected preatnels, .dignity and 
importance riſes on his view; and he beholds 
in them a beauty and glory worthy their author, 
Such is the divine inſtitution which we are now 
conſidering. How mean and deſpicable does 
it appear to thoſe who only behold it as an ime 
merſion in water; but how grand, majeſtic and 
noble! and how does it fill that ſoul with de- 
votion, and warm it with love, gratitude and 
Joy, who beholds it as a lively: repreſentation 
of the Tufferings of CyrisT? We are led to 
thisidea by the words of the GREAT REDEEMER 
himſelf, who faid upon a view of his ſufferings, 
T have a Baptiſm to be baptized with, the learned 
know it ſhould be tranſlated, I have.a plunging 
to be plunged with; and haw am I Araitened till it 
be accompliſhed ! Is there any Chriſtian that can 
behold his ſuffering Saviour without emo- 
tion? or can any action be eſteemed mean which 
repreſents an event ſo intereſting and important? 
W hat ſtorms and tempeſts, what floods and 
whirlwinds of divine wrath have we deſerved by 
our fins J and how ſurely would they have over- 
whelmed us, had not our great Redeemer ap- 
peared for us and ſuffered in our ſtead ! Let us 
' behold the illuſtrious ſufferer. How was he 
overwhelmed with afflitions, and how heavy 
did the mighty vengeance fall on his head, 
when, 
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hen, with a mixture of amazement and terror, 
he cried out, My ſoul is exceeding Jorrowful unto 
death ! What ſurrounding, what heart-rending 
ſorrows preſſed him on all ſides! How great 
vas his agony in the Garden, when he ſweat great 
drops of blood ! And with what extremity of tor- 
Wture, with what bitterneſs of grief did he ery 
Wout on the Croſs, My God! My God ! Why 
haſt thou forſaken me ? Can it be ſuppoſed that 
any thing leſs than a total immerſion of the whole 
body in water can repreſent theſe all-ſurround- 
ing ſorrows, theſe overwhelming ſufferings ? 
Was any part of our Saviour's body exempt ; 
or were the dreadful ſufferings he endured for 
our ſakes, which were raging as divine wrath, 
and equal to the infinity of our fins, no more 
than a ſprinkling ! Can the rolling billows of 
divine wrath, riſing high as heaven, wide as crea« 
tion, and boundleſs as infinite ſpace, be repre- 
ſented by a few drops of water ! The like may 
be obſerved reſpecting the death, burial, and reſur- 
rection of CRI T, which the volume of inſpi- 
ration informs us, the Ordinance of Baptiſm 
is deſigned to bring to our view ; how great the 
reſemblance when performed by immerſion ? 
But who can behold any thing of this in the 
contraty mode ?

| Poſtle of the Gentiles, ſpeaking of His exalted 
maſter, tells us that Me are buried with him by! by 
Baptiſm into death ; that like as Chrift was raiſe1l8 
from the dead by the glory of the Father, evenſo we a 
alſo ſbould walk in newnsfs of life. This not only 
implies that the regenerate only have a right toi 
the Ordinance of Baptiſm ; but that it is an 
emblem or repreſentation of that important 
change. This is ſo manifeſt from the holy 
ſcriptures, that ſome have taken the emblem 
for the thing itſelf : They have not only ſup- 
poſed but boldly aſſerted, that Baptiſm and Re- 
generation are the ſame thing. But when the 
great Apoſtle, ſpeaking to the primitive Chriſ- 
tians, ſays, I are waſhed; ye are ſanBified ; ye | 
are juſtified; in the name of the LOR D FESUS, | 
and by the SPIRIT of our GOD: That per- 
ſon muſt have a very confuſed conception of 
Goſpel doctrine, who ſuppoſes him to mean no 
more than an outward corporeal waſhing. We 
can therefore by no means allow Baptiſm to be 
Regeneration: Yet we eſteem it as an emblem 
of that blefled work; and in this view it appears

the ſublime author of it will diſpenſe with the 
performance of his poſitive laws, or admit of 
the leaſt variation, to honour that wiſdom, or 
indulge that pride which the whole ſcope of 
his Goſpel hath a manifeſt tendency to abaſe. 
Surely then it behoves Chriſtians in an affair 
of ſuch conſequence to be circumſpe and wa- 
ry; or how can they give a good account of 
their practice, and a ſatis factory anſwer to that 
important queſtion, ho hath required this at 
your hands ? Senſible therefore of the pernicious 
conſequences of error, let us carefully guard 
againſt it whatever appearance it may make, or 
with whatever ſuperficial pomp and ſplendor it 
- may 
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may be adorned ; let us love the truth however 


it may be deſpiſed ; let us boldly and reſolutely 
acknowledge and practiſe it; let us receive it, 


& with-all readineſs of mind, and like the ancient 


BertANs, ſearch the ſcriptures daily whether 
thoſe things are /0. 

The author of theſe remarks has been led 
into more exteuſive and brighter views of the 
glory and beauty of the Ordinance of Baptiſm, 
than what he had before obtained, by lately 
.compeſing a Book of Hymns on that Subject.
